| At the Hairdressers. 


All the soaps and lotions and powders, 
bath-sults, creams, lhip-sticks, rouges, give 
off a grand mixed smell, And I have a snob- 
bish regard for the people in them. They

He is surrounded by 
luxuries and all the arts of cosmetics 
brought from afar, I know now where Dora 
got Ror fish-tooth rack from.

HAT marvellous workers the women 

WV were then! We have all heard of 
the famous Bayeaux tapestry, said to 

have been worked by Queen Maltida, wife of 
William the Conqueror, and her ladies. It 
is 231 feet long and 20 inches wide. It has 
72 scenes, representing the conquest of 
England by the Normas. It begins with 
Harold's visit to Besham, on his way to 
Normandy, and ends with the flight of the 
English after the Battle of Hastings. The 
figures are extremely life-like, and many of 
the faces are really marvellously expressive. 
It was worked in worsteds pf eight different 
colours, which have now faded to light brown. 
It narrowly escaped destruction in the 
French Revolution, and is now preserved 
under glass at Bayeux. Such work may 
justly be described as painting with the 
needle.

INSECT PESTS IN THE 
HOME. 


i 


F all destructive agents, probably the 
Ó house moth will be given frst place by 

the average housewile. The damage is 
caused, not by the adult moth, but by the very 
young insects. The moth deposits the eggs, if. 
possible, on some animal fibre, such as fur or 
wool, and directly the eggs hatch out into 
small caterpillars these at once begin feeding 
on the substance upon which they find them- 
selves. It is not at all an easy thing to kill 
the caterpillar moths or to discover the eggs 
before they are hatched. ‘* Prevention’’ is 
in every case the wisest policy. 

The adult moth seeks dark and dusty places 
in which to deposit her eggs. Whilst ward- 
robes and clothes cupboards are having a 
thorough cleaning, therefore, their contents 
should be shaken and hung out in the fresh 
air and sunshine; heavier garments, such as 
costumes, furs, overcoats, etc.. should then 
be placed on a firm surface and the vacuum 
cleaner applied, using the brush attachment 
suitable for the purpose. 

For draperies and curtains and for up- 
holstered pieces nothing is more efficacious 
than a thorough treatment with the vacuum 


cleaner. This removes all eggs and moths 
‘“bodily,”” giving them no chance of doing 
damage. Many excellent insect-destroying 


solutions can now be obtained, and these give 
excellent results. 

Beetles and cockroaches can also be ex- 
tremelv troublesome as house invaders. The 
spreading of a generous amount of borax 
round the skirting of the floor and in all 
crevices is generally a satisfactory treatment. 
At first the borax seems to attract the insects, 
but in about three weeks it will have done its 
work, if continued faithfully. Cockroaches 
should be got rid of as quickly as possible. 
since they are exceedingly unpleasant and 
dirty insects. 

The household fly is, however, the most 
dangerous pest froin the health point of view. 
It has been proved to be a carrier of tuber- 
culosis bacilli, and also of all kinds of dirt and 
filth deposits. Absolute cleanliness of all 
premises and utensils, the covering of all food 
and the absence of refuse are the best safe- 
guards. 

Where the vacuum cleaner is used regularly 
and thoroughly there should be no excuse for 
a batch of young flies. For the destruction 
of flies there are special chemical prepara- 
tions for use with a spray, and. as these are 
guaranteed harmless to all but flies, they may 
be used with impunity.

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“= (By NAOROJI DUMASIA)- 


ROM England “to Ireland is only a 
short step, but the contrast between 
the two countries is incomparably great. 
In England one sees opulence and luxury 
with a passion for recreation, combined 
with a steady and abundant energy for 
sustained work and high purpose, Fás con- 
trast with Ireland, which Masauiluycalled 
“án inexhaustible nursery Of gallant 
soldiers,’’ is striking. Here we seó miles 
and miles of pasture lands, with sparse 
population, and the fertility of the’ soil 
and. facilities for trade are at ‘once 
apparent to a visitor. Its. products find 
a ready market in a rich neighbour, and 
thes prosperity of the country, in a 
measure, depends upon the higher pur- 
chasing power of Great Britain. The 
economic condition of the country cannot 
be called satisfactory. Its industries have 
yet to be developed. 

How far these economic ills and back- 
wardness in the industrial development 
can - a traced to the terhperament and dis- 
like for producing more wealth by means 
of hard work, and the frittering away of 
the energies in creating new political 
idols, of which one sees abundan’ evidence, 
it is difficult to say, but one thing that 
is~ patent to the eye of an: impartial 
stranger is, that it affords ample proof 
of opportunities neglected by the people. 
Here they seem to neglect their duty to 
posterity. Apparently, they seem to care 
more for the detish of political liberality 
than for higher things, forgetting that 
political independence postulates one 
third—namely, the possession of the 
art of good Government. The proceedings 
of the Parliament of a country furnish a 
correct criterion for judging the capacity 
of a nation octane. ‘epee Judged by 
the test of the proceedings in the Dail, a 
creat improvement is needed in the calibre 
of the representatives which the people 
send to their Parliament. That Ireland 
has a great leeway to make for the pro- 
gress of economic and financial prosperity 
can be noticed at a glance. | 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE, 


That it will be seriously handicapped 
by the withdrawal of Great Britain’s aid 
is being already demonstrated and even 
admitted. The idea seems to have been 
grasped by President Cosgrave and his 
Cabinet. But so far as the generality of 
the people is concerned, the impression 
that is left on one’s mind by their in- 
difference to laws of economic progress is 
that they would not be stirred by ambition 
or even a sense of duty in order to play 
their art for the orderly economic pro- 
gress of their country, apart from what 
their Government would do. 

It is possible, nay, it is inevitable that 
the qualities needed in a nation for in- 
creasing its prosperity wil] be developed 
in course of time, but they do not seem 
to be there for the present. In President 
Cosgrave I detected a practical man of 
sound common-sense, shrewd and congenial, 
who can still his heart against its generous 
promptings in case of supreme necessity. 
The image of him that I had portrayed 
in my mind’s eye was that of a fiery 
volcano. As I “was ushered in his pre- 
sence I was immediately disillusionised. 

I perceived at a glance, his smiling face 
having put me at my ease, that he was a 
man eminently fitted for effectively turn- 
ing a hose on a burning volcano whom he 
can cool, if not altogether extinguish. 
That may seem to be a high praise for a 
man of quiet nature, but when we remem- 
ber how he put down the civil War we 
cannot but admire his courage and 
re-ozrcefulness. One thing that struck me 
was that he was not a visionary like some 
of our Indian politicians. He seeined to 
me tc have grasped the realities which 
has Jed him to enibrace practical ideals. 
He seemed to me to be more of a statesman 
than of a politician. 


GOOD-WILL TOWARDS ENGLAND. 


His sincerity and good-will towards 
Great Britain was apparent, and I found 
that he-recognised that the economic and 
financial progress of the country would be 
accelerated by the continuance of the feel- 
ing of good-will towards England. He 
seemed to me to be a real patriot, but 
above all a practical man, who recognised 
uot only the strength, but appreciated the 
liberal character, of British institutions 
and the British nation. Therein -lay his 
courage, if not statesmanship. 

From what I had read of the polemics 
hurled by politicians and the Sinn Féin 
literature that I had read, I was expect- 
ing to find an outburst of feelings against 
England. Here I was agreeably disap- 
pointed. I found nowhere any trace cf 
ill-feeling towards England. On the other 
hand, I found a manifestation of general 
good-feeling towards England. 

I had the good fortune to meet a 
cultured Sinn Féin lawyer. His out- 
spokenness was equalled by his love of his 
country. He narrated to me how Ireland’s 
political consciousness was the result of 
causes other than political; and that but 
for the drama staged by a great dramatic 
and. literary patriot, it would have been 
lying dormant. He regarded the present 
relations with England as normal. I 
asked him a pointed question as to the 
attitude the Irishmen would take up if 
England was in trouble. The reply that 
came forth was characteristically frank. 
“Our Government,” he said, “would 
fulfil the obligations imposed upon them 
by the treaty. They should not be 
expected to do more, but the masses 
would, independently of Government, 
rally round England to a man.”’ 


“OUR BEST CUSTOMER.” 


‘‘England is our best customer,’’ said 
another Irishman to me. ‘‘She is very 
rich, and she buys all our produce and 
gives us best price.” He himself had 
visited India, when he went to Meso- 
potamia during the war, and he told me 
that if ever trouble was created against 
England, they would all hurry forth and 
draw their sword once more for old 
England. : 

One oí the Ministers of the Irish F 
State told me that during the ]:st six 
years they had forgotten a lot of old poli- 
tical animosity ; in another six years they 
would forget a great dea] more, and the 
next generation that will arise wil] only 
remember the treaty with England and the 
generosity that prompted a great nation 
to restore the political liberty of a subject 
race. 

Yet another Irishman, with whom I had 
a heart-to-heart talk, said: ‘‘I am glad 
that you appreciate the blessings of British 
rule in India. I am delighted to hear you 
say that British administrators possess 
the distinctive virtue for good, wise and 
orderly Government. We Irishmen are 
aware that the British nation is the most 
liberal nation on earth. But we Irishmen 
are different in temperament § from 
Englishmen.”” He regarded the Repub- 
Jican movement as a folly. 

. The breach of treaty with England, if 
and when it occurred, would, to his mind, 
be a disaster of great magnitude for the 
country ; but he was sure the Republican 
spirit would die out. He solemnly asked 
me not to believe that [rishmen had won 
any victory by force of arms; one battle- 
ship would have blown Dublin to pieces. 
It is the triumph of British statesmanship 
and the triumph of liberal instincts of 
England that had got them more than they 
wanted. They would have accepted much 
less in 1913; and less still when Irish- 
men were fighting their battle at West- 
minster. Irishman told me that, 
having obtained their political liberty, they 
were already losing their political con- 
sciousness. This then. is the sober Irish 
opinion as I from her respon-

He holds the diploma of the 
Chartered Institute of Secretaries, and 
has taught commercial subjects under the 
Ayrshire Educational Authority. He is a 
captain of the Boys’ Brigade, and is con- 
nected with Sunday School work in the 
parish of St. Nicholas, Prestwick, and, 
coming from so famous a golfing centre, 
he can put up a decent game on the links. 

Dublin has always been friendly to the 
Scots, who for a long time past have made 
themselves homes in our midst, and it 
must be admitted that, if they have done 
well for themselves, they have been good 
citizens, and the commercial life of the 
city has benefited by their energy and grit 
and character. There is a strong leaven of 
them in the Presbyterian community, so 
that Mr. Torrance will find himself 
speedily among kin and friends.

Breaking the News to Hoover, 


Although the names of the two political 
candidates for the Presidential election 
in the wnited States have now become 
household words, it appears that the news 
of their selection has not# been officially 
conveyed to either Mr. Alj Smith or Mr. 
Herbert Hoover. This ceremony will be 
performed on the llth August, when Mr. 
Smith will be notified at h° home in 
Albany, and Mr. Hoover will be visited 
in his retreat at the foot of the Palo 
Alto Hills in California. Senator Georges 
Moses, of New Hampshire, who served as 
permanent Chairman of the Republican 
Convention, which selected Mr. Hoover, 
will head the committee which wil] form- 
ally, as is the custom, notify Mr. Hoover 
of the honour conferred on him by his 
party. Mr. Hoover will receive the 
deputation at his Californian home, which 
is delightfully situated on the Campus of 
Stanford University. 

It is a lovely hous2 of Spanish 
architecture surrounded by orange groves, 
eucalyptus trees and limes. Like many 
houses of this type it has its swimming 
pool beside the house, while another pool 
is on the roof of the building. The 
Hoovers when at home are the centre of 
the university graduate life. their home 
being open to the Young intellect of Cali- 
fornia. Such an ideal home one might 
imagine away from the tumult of the 
outside world, but it is possible that 
Herbert Hoover may only return there in 
the future for rest and quiet from the 
great political world into v. hich he is being 
calleu by the American people. 


Not Dry Enough. 


An amusing story was told some years 
ago by an old Irish clergyman who arrived 
in a hotel in London after a long bicycle 
ride in the city. It was a very hot day, 
and as he entered the little hotel he called 
the young boots: ‘“‘ Rring me a drink 
quickly!” ‘‘Sorry, sir,” he said, “ but 
this is a temperance hotel” Much 
annoyed, he asked: “ And do temperance 
people not drink ?”’ 

This reminds me of the incident last 
week which took place in Chicago when 
the prohibition party met to decide 
whether it would pledge its allegiance to 
Mr. Hoover. The prohib:tion party is a 
distinct political party in the United 
States, with its definite political pro- 
gramme. It was generally believed that 
the American Secretary of Commerce 
would have the distinction of being nomi- 
nated for the Presidency by two political 
parties.

There 
was pandemonium among the “ very dry ”’ 
leaders, and in sarcasm some c them sug- 
gested the New York Governor, which 
brought a laugh to break the tension, but 
Mr. Hoover was rejected because he was 
not a strong enough champion of 
lemonade.

Fermanagh s High Sheriff. 


Lieutenant-Colonel H. 8. C. Richard- 
son, D.L., High Sheriff of County 
Fermanagh, accompanied Mr. Justice 
Brown on the bench at the opening of the 
Fermanagh Assizes on Saturday. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Richardson is  de- 
scended from an old Worcester family. 
His family is also connected with the 
Richardsons of Richill, County Armagh. 
How the family came to own Rossfad, 
County Fermanagh, their present resi- 
dence, which overlooks one of the loveliest 
pictuyes of Lower Lough Erne, was 
through Major Henry Richardson, second 
son of John Richardsor® of Richill, in 
1776, marrying Jane, 24th in dezcent from 
Baldwin de Carleton, third daughter of 
and co-heir of Major Guy Carleton, of 
Ressfad. It was they who built the pre- 
sent house at Rossfad in 1786. This Major 
Richardson greatly distinguished himself 
in the battle of Dettingen in 1743, when a 
coronet in Ligonier’s Horse (now 7th 
Dragoon Guards). It was this Ligonier 
whose tomb is in Westminster Abbey, and 
who received the title of Baron of Ennis- 
killer. before the title was conferred upon 
the Cole family, at Florencecourt, County 
Fermanagh. Major Richardson received 
thirty sabre cuts in defending his stan- 
dard, which is now owned by Lieutenant- 
(clonel Richardson, and is said to be the 
oldest cavalry standard in existence. 


Oldest Naval Officer in War. 


Tt was the father of the present Colonel 
Richardson who for many years com- 
manded the old Fermanagh Militia and 
presented the regiment with busbies, 
which an economical Government failed to 
supply. This Colonel Richardson married 
the third daughter of Captain Gartside 
Tipping, R.N., of Rossferry, Lisnaskea, 
and again to-day both families have heen 
again linked together because Lieutenant- 
Colonel H. C. Richardson married his 
cousin, Mildred Phyllis, the daughter of 
Lieutenant-Commander Henry Cartside 
Tipping, R.N., of Binslead, Isle of Wight, 
who was killed off the coast of Belgium in 
1915. This gallant officer rejoined the 
Navy on the outbreak of war and was the 
oldest naval officer afloat. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Richardson served with distinction 
in the Great War with his own regiment, 
the Rifle Brigade. He takes a keen in- 
terest in Fermanagh public affairs, sits 
on the Board of Guardians and other 
committees, and is an area Commandant 
of the Special Constabulary. He is one of 
the A.D.C.’s to the Governor of Northern 
Ireland. | 

Mrs. Richardson inherited a few years 
ago Swinithwaite Hall, Yorkshire. from 
her grandmother, Lady Pilkington, but 
she sold it last year. 


Noise. 


I notice that the problem of noise. espe- 
cially unnecessary noise at night, is one 
of the subjects for discussion at the forth- 
coming annual meeting of the British 
Medical Association at Cardiff, and the 
subject has raised, quite properly, a lot 
of controversy among medical men and 
the public generally.

Ard why must all these 
motors be fitted with horns which produce 
such excruciating sounds? 

Surely motor manufacturers could find 
more musical notes of just as great 
efficiency, and it would certainly spare the 
nerve-shattering effects of the present, type 
which is used with such gusto.

From the time when the wool arrives in 
Dublin unti? the carpet is sent out 
finished, everything at Dun Emer is done 
by hand. Celtic designs give these carpets 
a special character of their own, but the 
actual hand weaving is the same process 
as that employed in Turkish or Gobelin 
carpets. 

Miss Gleeson’s Guild has made the 
carpets in the Dat! and Senate Chamber, 
the Executive Council Room, and Mr. 
Cosgrave’s private room. Carpets have 
gone to countries as far distant as Den- 
mark and New Zealand, while Dun Emer 
embroideries have been sent to Gibraltar, 
Australia, and San Francisco.

For months before the injunction was 
sought restraining the Corporation from 
making any change in the name of the 
thoroughfare, a controversy arose which 
frequently resulted in acrimonious inter- 
changes between members of the Corpora- 
tion and ‘‘scenes’’ at public meetings in 
the city, held to support the action of the 
Corporation. The dispute, in fact, resolved 
itself into a purely political one, and on 
“the fiure of the House’’ members of 
the Opposition parties by questions 
directed to the Chief Secretary of Ireland, 
“uckshot" Forster, sought to make it 
one of national interest.

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| A COUNTY 
REGIMENT. 


THE SUFFOLKS IN THE 
GREAT WAR. 


————- 
(SPECIALLY REVIEWED.) 


HE Suffolk Regiment now has the 
story of its part in the Great War 
well told by Colonel Murphy. At the 
moment of greatest expansion it con.prised 
twenty-three battalions, and had ten of 
these on active service in foreign war 
fields It is, therefore, a multiple story, 
and Colonel Murphy deserves many com- 
pliments on his handling of the material, 
so that his one volume is at once a full 
record of dispersed activities and a narra- 
tive readable and often stirring. Most of 
his pages read as if the author himself 
were present with every battalion in every 
theatre of operations. 

A rare Factiinail falls to be recorded 
early in the story: the meeting in France 
of the two Regular battalions. In 1914 
the 2nd Suffolks were at the Curragh, and 
Colonel Murphy tells how the officers of 
the battalion acted in the difficult 
“Curragh crisis, - when they were in- 
formed that they might be involved in 
active service in Ulster. Soon afterwards, 
with the rest of the Curragh and Dublin 
Brigades of the Fifth Division, the 2nd 
Suffolks left Ireland for France. Embark- 
ing at Dublin on the 16th and 14th 
August, the battalion arrived at Havre, 
and at 3 a.m. on the 17th August 
entrained for Le Cateau. On the 23rd the 
battalion was in touch with the enemy, 
and suffered its first casualties. In the 
subsequent retreat it played a noble part, 
concerning which more must be said in a 


moment. 
ON TO POPERINGHE.

The 1st Battalion was in Khartoum in! 
August, 1914. Soon it was ordered home, 
and in January, 1915, went to France. 
Within a few days of disembarking, it 
was learning what winter in the so-called 
trenches of the Ypres sector meant—a 
change, indeed, from the sands of the 
Sudan. 
It was in April, 1915, that the two 
battalions met. The 2nd Battalion was 
in billets at Westoutre, and the Ist Batta- 
lion passed through that village on the 
march from Dranoutre to Poperinghe. 
‘‘Lieutenant-Colonel Clifford, com- 
manding the 2nd Battalion, rode out with 
his adjutant, Captain Williams, and met 
the 1st Battalion when they had arrived 
within about a mile of Westoutre, leading 
them in. A halt was made near the vil- 
lage church, the battalion was dismissed, 
and Suffolk man received a welcome from 
Suffolk man. Men who had trained 
together met for the first time since they 
had been drafted from the depot, and 
many a hearty handshake was given. The 
officers were entertained in the little 
makeshift mess, and afterwards a _ regi- 
mental group photograph was taken near 
the church. The 1st Battalion then fell 
in and, amidst tumultuous cheering, 
marched away to Poperinghe.”’ 
During the years that followed the 
story of these two battalions, and of the 
Territorial and Service battalions that 
followed them into the field of war, 
resembled that which could be told of 
many another of the splendid county 
regiments. For a great part of the war 
period, in spite of some inevitable inroads 
upon the territorial principle, the county 
battalions really did consist mainly of 
men from the counties named on their 
shoulder-pieces. and Colonel Murphy 
quotes some of the Suffolk chafing phrases 
that rolled along the ranks when men of 
his regiment were in trenches or on the 
march. The story told here is one to 
swell Suffolk people with just pride. 


“FIGHT TO THE LAST.” 


A high standard of soldiery conduct 
was set by the 2nd Battalion at the very 
outset of its campaigning. Its part in the 
retreat to the Marne was notable among 
the many noble incidents of that first 
month of the British Expeditionary Force 
in France. Briefly, what happened was 
this: In the battle of Le Cateau the 2nd 
Suffolks believed that their orders were to 
stand at a certain position, and they 
stood. Colonel Murphy has induced 
General Smith-Dorrien, the Second Corps 
Commander in the battle of Le Cateau, 
himself to tel! the story. 

‘* Someone, certainly not I, ordered that 
on no account were the Suffolks to retire. 
Such an order was enough for the Suffolks. 
For nine hours they fought with desperate 
losses, their €0., Lieutenant-Colonel 
Brett, being killed comparatively early in 
the day; but no thought of retirement 
entered their heads, for had they not been 
told to fight to the last? ... It may be 
some satisfaction to the regiment to 
feel that their gallant adherence to the 
letter of the order they got materially 
helped the remainder of their comrades 
in the 5th Division to fal] back practically 
unpursued.’’ 

With his eye on an old controversy, 
General Smith-Dorrien adds: '“' It is being 
more and more appreciated by the world, 
as facts become known and the history of 
the war is studied, that it was the blow 
to the Germans delivered on the field of 
Le Cateau which upset their plans and 
prevented their descent on Paris. The 
Suffolks wére one of the units which made 
that blow possible.’’ 

The casualties in that one engagement 
numbered more than seven hundred, and 
the remnant of the battalion which had 
left the Curragh a fortnight before at full 
strength reached the Marne as one 
company. 

A history of the Suffolk Regiment, from 
its formation to the end of 1913, was pub- 
lished in 1914. Colonel Murphy has made 
the story complete to the end of last year.

DAME ELLEN TERRY. - 


We regret to announce that Dame 
Ellen Terry died on Saturday morning at 
her home at Small Hythe, a hamlet near 
Tenterden, Kent. Dame Ellen had been 
sinking slowly since Tuesday, when she 
‘had a heart attack, and was also found 
to be suffering from cerebral hemorrhage. 

Dame Ellen was a child of the stage. 
and almost the first thing she could re- 
member was being put to bed in theatrical 
lodgings, and locked in while her father, 
- anadh, Irish and irresponsible,’’ and 
her mother went to the theatre to play 
their respective parts. 

FAN IRISH FATHER. 

She was born in Market street, 
Coventry, on February 27th, 1848. “She 
was the daughter of strolling players, her 
father being the son of an Irish builder 
and her mother the daughter of a Scottish 
minister. Ellen Terry has told us that 
her parents were romantic enough to elope, 
but whatever the circumstances which 
attended their union, they certainly 
rendered a service to society and the stage 
by giving the world such brilliant 
theatrical successes as Kate, Ellen and 
Fred Terry. 

It was, perhaps, only natural that, 
coming of such stock, there was no ques- 
tion as to the profession which the children 
were to follow. They were, so to speak, 
destined for the stage from birth. They 
inherited a certain amount of talent, but 
the eminence that Ellen and Kate attained 
in after years was due to hard work and 
their own genius. 

It is not clear what particular school or 
schools had the distinction of inculcating 
rudiments of learning into the youthful 
brain of Ellen Terry. Perhaps, her own 
arents ought to have the credit ; but that 
she did acquire knowledge is certain; for 
at the, age of eight we find her appearing 
at the Princess Theatre with Charles 
Kean in “A Winter's Tale. 


HER FIRST PART.

real actress, Ellen did not find that the 
path to glory was strewn with roses. She 
confessed that she liked the acting part, 
but hated the labour which attended it. 
Ellen’s actual début was nearly a disaster. 


Playing the part of the boy Mamillins, 
she came on to the stage trundling a go- 
cart, when, alas, she tripped over the 
handle ! 

“ Down I fell on my back,” she said in 
later years when relating the story; “a 
titter ran through the house, and I felt 
that my career was ruined for ever. Bitter 
and copious were the tears I shed.’’ But 
Ellen was a huge success, and she only 
really looked back afterwards once or 
twice, although she experienced dis- 
appointments and misfortunes on. occa- 
sions, as all people. with big stage careers 
are bound to do. 

From April, 1856 to 1859, she was with 
the Keans at the Princess Theatre. When 
‘“A Winter’s Tale’’ was withdrawn after 
a run of over one hundred nights Ellen 
was given the part of Puck in “A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream,’’ which gave her 
some scope for her youthful imagination. 

From London she proceeded to the Isle 
of Wight. Her father had taken a theatre 
at Ryde, and she appeared in several 
farces with such success that she was de- 
scribed as ‘‘a perfect little heap of 
talent.” It is impossible to describe in 
detail the almost bewildering variety of 
parts for which she was cast. 

They were not all ' star ’’ performances, 
or anything like it. She walked on in 
“The Merchant of Venice’’ carrying a 
basket of doves; in ‘‘ Richard II.” she 
climbed up a pole in a street scene, and 
in “ Henry VIII.” she was ‘ top angel ”’ 
in the vision. Still, it was all ex. 
perience. 

In 1859 and 1860 she toured with her 
sister Kate, and later told how she en- 
joyed those delightful journeys on the 
open road, and the comforts afforded by 
the “ beautiful little inns,’’ which, in her 
opinion, were much better than the pre- 
tentious hotels of later days. 

Then followed experiences in a stock 
company, which included among its mem- 
bers the future Lady Bancroft, Mrs. 
Kendall and Miss Henrietta Hodson, who 
alterwards became Mrs. Labouchere. 


HER FIRST MARRIAGE. 

Then came a great event in Ellen 
Terry’s life. She was not quite sixteen 
when she fell in love and married G. F. 
Watts, the great artist. 

She described her new home as a place 
where only beautiful things were allowed 
to live, and here she made the acquaint- 
ance of such distinguished visitors as 
Gladstone, Disraeli and Browning. 

In a little more than two years Ellen 
Terry returned to the stage, and was very 
angry because they persisted in putting 
her married name on the bills. It was in 
1867 that she first acted with Henry 
Irving, when she appeared as Katharine 
to his Petruchio in Garrick’s version of 
“The Taming of the Shrew.” Irving at 
that period showed little promise of his 
future greatness, and he apparently had 
no great opinion of Miss Terry’s acting. 

Within a few months she retired from 
the stage for a second time, on this 
occasion for a period of six years. She 
seemed to have dropped quite out of ex- 
istence, and when the dead body of a 
young woman was found in the river her 
own father identified it as the corpse of 
his daughter Ellen, and the Terry family 
went into mourning, until Ellen was able 
to give proof that she was still alive. 

It was Charles Reade who, meeting 
her in a country lane, persuaded her to 
abandon the rural life, and from this 
time onwards her progress as an actress 
was uninterrupted. In November, 1874, 
she joined the Bancrofts at the old Prince 
of Wales, and created a great impression 
by her performance of Portia, in “ The 
Merchant of Venice.” 

The fame, however, of Miss Ellen Terry 
as an actress chiefly rests upon her long 
association with Henry Irving. This part- 
nership, which began at the Lyceum in 
1878, existed for twenty-four years, and 
constituted one of the most brilliant 
periods in the history of the English stage. 
As Ophelia, Miss Terry was pronounced 
to be one of the most tender, pathetic and 
picturesque impersonations ever seen. 

HER SECOND MARRIAGE. 

_In 1878 Ellen Terry married Charles 
Kelly, an actor with whom she toured 
during the vacation time when the Lyceum 
was closed. She acted for the last time 
under Irving’s management in Bristol in 
December of 1902, but before this she had 
paid several visits with him to America, 
when she met. with extraordinary, but 
= deserved, success. 
_ Miss Terry celebrated her st jubilee 
in April, 1906, and in June of the same 
year a matinee performance was given in 
her honour by the theatrical profession at 
Drury Lane. In later years, when ad- 
vancing age prevented her regular appear- 
ance on the stage, she showed her active 
interest in dramatic art by giving lectures 
on Shakespearian characters. 

She, however, gratified her admirers by 
occasionally emerging from her retire- 
ment, at which times she gave ample 
evidence that her hold upon the British 
public had never weakened, and that she 
possessed that charm and personality which 
had made her the idol of the stage. 

HER LAST PART. 

Her very last part was a non-speaking 

one when she was 77, and after she bad

NO FUNDS TO DEAL WITH MANY 
THOUSANDS OF MILES.

From A SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
An extremely interesting and important 
report has recently been presented by the 
Free State Chief Roads’ Engineer to the 
Minister for Local Government, which 
deals with the allocation and expenditure 
of the £2,000,000 road loan, authorised by 
Dail Eireann in 1926, which is repay- 
able within a period of ten years from 
licence duties paid by motorists into the 
Free State Road Fund. 
[he report contains details and con- 
clusions of special interest not only to 
motorists, but to taxpayers and ratepayers 
venerally. 
It. is clear from the report and the 
elaborate appendices which accompany it 
that the actual amount expended and the 
commitments made have exhausted the 
entire. proceeds of the loan, and that it 
has been devoted to the reconstruction of 
sections of the 1,667 miles which were 
defined by the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment in 1926 as “national highways.’ 
The highways extend over an aggregate 
distance of 1,667 miles. Of this 1,667 
miles it would appear that: about one- 
third have benefited under the scheme, 
so leaving approximately 1,000 miles, for 
the reconstruction of which financial 
sources have vet to be found. 
In. addition to this 1,000 miles of 
“national’’ roads, the Free State contains 
about 6,000 miles of “main ” and “link” 
roads and a further 38,000 miles of county 
roads, which have not been affected by 
the loan scheme. 
PRINCIPAL NATIONAL ROADS. 
rhe principal national reads embraced 
the scheine include those from Dublin, 
ia Cashel, to Cork; from Dublin, via 
\thlone and Galway, to Clifden; from

Ais ne THE COUNTY COUNCILS. —. 

The County Councils are the road authorities 
as the law stands. The standard of road- 
making varies greatly from county to county, 
and the difficulty of getting such a scheme 
carried through by thirty-two different county 

surveyors and many county borough and 

urban survevors will be easily understood. 
Practically every mile of road had to be dealt 
with under a separate specification and money 
provision. I had to lay down a specified treat- 
ment and specific money provision for every 
single stretch. With the exception of some 
foremen and temporary surveyors in charge of 
works. no extra surveyors Have heen em- 
ploved. All the work is being carried through 
without extra cost of supervision. 

ur programme is to complete the whole 

within two years from the summer of 1926. 

Practically all work will be accomplished 

before the winter of this year. 

The county and urban surveyors were con- 
sulted. and a careful inspection of the. mileage 
was made by the three Department inspectors. 

The nature of the work to be carried out 
rested on recommendations furnished by them. 
The great majority of the surveyors have 
entered whole-heartedly and strenuously into 
the task of giving the best possible value for 
money. ; 

The great majority of the County Councils 
have also given their aid ungrudgingly. There 
has, however, been a minority element pro- 
ductive of most disturbing effects. One 
County Council refused for a long spell to 
make use of the money provision, objecting 
that reconstructing the important traffic roads 
did not afford employment where unemploy- 
ment was most ucute. When a county 
surveyor disbanded some forty men, the work 
heing completed, a county councillor came 
along and ordered all the men back again. A 
County Council stopped a contractor from 
proceeding with a very big undertaking, and 
directed him to take the stone from a quarry 
selected by them, etc. 

Many unseemly and bothersome incidents 
have taken place, though, needless to say, the 
vast majority of Councillors and Councils have 
adopted a correct and reasonable attitude. 
Maintenance of the new surfaces has not been 
well done in several cases, and it is to be 
feared that there will be a considerable 
diversity of method and standard in the up- 
keep of the new surfacings. 

NATURE OF WORK. 

A great portion of the work consists of 
steam-rolling and surface dressing with tar or 
bitumen. ‘This has proved costly on account 
of weak crusts having to be built up on what 
the English call the Telford method—.4, 
sheeting with roughly broken stone won 
rolling in the surface coat. Tar and bitum 
grouting, one to two gallons to the square 
yard, is our next cheapest surface. Next in 
order comes bitumen macadam, for which 
many. big-contracts have been set to English, 
Seottish and Northern Ireland conteactors. 
These are standard British methods for 
medium traffic roads. We have put down also 
long stretches of light slab concrete con- 
solidated with a steam-roller, in this a 
variety of methods have been tried. I submit 
reports giving detailed descriptions and cost- 
ings of all works under the scheme. 

ONCRETE. 

The longest stretch of concrete road in 
Ireland, and possibly in the British Isles, has 
been completed between Wexford and Ennis- 
corthy—114 miles in length. It is 16ft. wide, 
bin. deep, mostly teinforced, and costs 7s. 
per square yard. 2ft. of macadam on either 
side brings up the available width to 20ft. 

CONCRETE RAFT. 

Constructing a sound surface over peat or 
hog foundation has always been a difficult 
problem. A concrete slab Qin. thick, with 


double | reinforcement of steel 13 miles in 
length, has been laid in County Kildare 
between Kildaré and Monasterevan. This 


rests directly on the peat, the old surface 
havimg been cut away. The w is well above 
water level and fairly well drained. Sub- 
sidence will, therefore, probably be uniform, 
and the slab is, as it were, floating on the 
soft foundation: therefore the designation 
* raft.” : 

The work was carried out with great skill 
and attention on the part of the county 
surveyor. The contractors also are worthy of 
special mention for their successful effort, It 
shows no deterioration after a year’s. wear. 
It is, unfortunately, however, out of our reach 
so far as continuance goes, as the cost is

SEA-SWIMMING. 
TO THE EDITOR QF THE IRISH TIMES. 
f Sirn,—The successes-of Channel swimmers 
in recent years suggest that it is time that 
some steps were taken to foster open-sea 
swimming in Dublin. One swimmer with 
the pluck and skill required to cross the 
Bay would be a much greater incentive to 
beginners than the Liffey swim—which might 
with advantage be confined to boys—and the 
whole series of slow-swum championships 


for judgment in turning the tide to account, 
none would be so convenient as that from 
Kingstown to Howth. From pierhead to 
EE in the distance 1s about 150 yards 
short of eight miles, and it could be covered 
between low water and high water, when 
the rising tide would run north with the 
swimmer. If an annual race were organised, 
the finish could be watched from the cliff 
walk and the outer stretch of the east 
pier at Howth. Boats would be available 
at Kingstown to accompany the swimmers, 
but it would be well, in view of the growth 
of professionalism, to limit paid assistance 
te a single boatman, or even to rule it out 
altogether. Even if an annual race weie 
arranged, swimmers should be free to choose 
their own time for an individual effort, and 
the best performance of the year might be 
marked by a suitable award at the end of 
the season.

LANDLORDS AND TENANTS. 
TO THE KDITOR OF THE 12s TIMES 
Sirn,—At a meeting of the Irish House- 
owners’ Protection Assvuciation, held on the 
18th imst., Sir John Keane, who presided, 
asked what justification there was for 
singling out their property for unfair treat 
ment in legislation. Will you allow me to 
reply’? I am tenant of a heuse, the rent 
of which before the war was £65 per 
annum, including taxes. Legislation allowed 
the landlord to charge 20% extra increase 
for rent and 10% extra for repairs. My 
landlord has now given me notice that, 
because the rent Restriction Act becomes in 
operative, I must pay him £150 a year for 
the same house, including rates, or give 
np possession in November. I might ask 
Sir John Keane what can justify my landlord 
in asking for such a rent. He has done 
nothing, as far as I know, to give him any 
right to this charge. Any increase in the 
value of capital is amply covered by the 
increase in rent he has already got. | 
know of another case almost similar to my 
own, except that the landlord in the latter 
instance has asked for almost 100%, im- 
crease, and the tenant may be forced to buy. 
The increase of £65 per annum in my 
rent simply means that the landlord has 
added about £1,000 to the purchase value of 
the house. When landlords ask for rents’ 
which tenants think unreasonable, whv 
should anybody object to a tribunal that 
would act as arbitrator in the settlement of 
differences which, if not composed, may; lead 
to great hardship on the tenants withg just 
a little monetary uain to the landlord l

CHARGE AGAINST 
WOMAN FAILS. 
REMARKABLE EVIDENCE IN 


DUNDALK COURT. 

Remarkable evidence was adduced in a case 
heard at Dundalk District Court, before Mr. 
Sandes, acting District Justice, last Saturday. 

young married woman, named Margaret 
Connolly. residing at Carlingford, was charged 
by Suverintendent Feore with having. on the 
16th June. stolen from the person of Edgar 
Arnott, a wireless engineer. of Francie street, 
Dundalk, a wallet containing £2 and some 
small articles of property 

The accused woman, who was well dressed 
and pleaded ‘not guiltv.” was defended by 
-Mr. Goedlett Hamill, solicitor. 

Edgar Arnott deposed that at 1 o'clock on 
the date in question the woman came to his 
saleroom in Francis street and inquired about 
a melodeon and then about books of music. 
When he replied that he dealt only in wireless 
sets, the woman said that her “ boss” was in 
town, and would probably buy a wireless set. 
She got the prices of various sets, and left 
the place, returning the same evening at 
about 8 30. When she came in she asked that 
the messenger hoy should be sent to a shop 
in Park street to look for her “ boss,” Mr. 
Jonltson, but the boy failed to find anybody 
of the name in any of. the shops to which he 
had been directed. 


REFUSED TO DANCE. 

When the hoy had gone the third time the 

woman remained in the office, and witness 
had been connecting a wireless set; which 
then commenced to play some dance tunes. 
She asked him to dance with her; and he 
refused, saying that he did not dance, “The 
woman then came over to him and caught him 
bv the coat, endeavouring to get him to dance. 
The boy came in, and the woman aaid that 
she would go and look for Mr. Joultson. 
Within a minute of her leaving he missed his 
wallet. He followed outside to look for her, 
but failed to find her. The wallet had been 
in his vest pocket. Later he found ‘another 
wallet on the floor. This belonged to some 
ex-soldier, whose name and papers were in it. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Hamill, the witness 
denied that the charge had been brought 
against the accused woman for the purpose of 
saving witness from any nasty charge which 
might be preferred by her against him. It 
was not true that he had sent the boy out of 
the place, that he had caught hold of the 
woman, and that he had attempted to assault 
her, and that in the struggle the other wallet 
fell on the floor. 
The witness further denied that he had 
gone after the woman to the street and 
offered her money to refrain from telling her 
mother what had happened. He had never 
seen the wallet since. 


THE DEFENCE. 
Mr. Hamill said that he was not putting 
a tooth in his defence, which was as he had 
outlined in his cross-examination. The woman 
had a detailed story, which certainly looked 
more credible than the remarkable and extra- 
ordinary yarn which Arnott had told in the 
box. He asked the Justice to hold that there 
was not a shred of evidence against the 
woman. No jury would convict on the 
evidence, which, at that. most, was the merest 


suspicion. The surprising fact emerged that 
though the Civic Guards had searched the 
house and the possession of the acctised 


woman they had never found any trace of the 
wallet or the money, or of any of the other 
documents which were alleged to have been 
in the wallet when it was taken from Arnott’s 
pocket.

An accurate conception of the present 
position of the roads problem in the Irish 
Free State can be derived from the state- 
ment which Mr. M. J. Quigley, Chief 
Roads Engineer, has made to the Minister 
for Local Government. Those who have 
motored widely in the Free State during 
this summer have been able to drive from 
Dublin to Galway—right across the island 
—by a highway which, without the lapse 
| of a single mile, is as good as they would 

expect to find im any country. In like 
manner journeys can be made to Water- 
ford, Cork, Limerick, Sligo or Dundalk, 
and by interlacing routes from city to 
city and from town to town, in perfect 
Striking off the highways which 
centres of 


comfort. 
run between the 
population, thé motorist has found certain 
highways still in a disagreeable state of 
transition. On the other hand, he has 
been surprised to find minor roads in a 
remarkably good state. There are few 
spots, attractive by reason of their scenery 
or for other causes, which the road 
traveller cannot take into his itinerary 
with reasonable confidence. It is safe 
to say that a motorist in the Free 
State will not find a 
larger mileage of broken road than he 
would meet in any country in 
Europe. If a country like England has 
vastly more elaborate roads, she also has

an almost immeasurably larger volume of 
transport to choke them and to wear them 
down. The problem of the Free State 
now is to complete reconstruction and to 
maintain the position which she thus 
reaches. 

Mr. Quigley’s report reveals at once 
how such creditable progress has been 
made and what remains to be done. In 
1926 a sum of two million pounds was 
advanced by the State for the construc- 
tion of a system of “national roads.’’ 
Of that sum about five-eighths has been 
spent. The contemplated works will be 
completed by the end of this year. Thus, 
by a bold effort, order has been brought 
out of chaos in a relatively short space 
of time. Progress, however, has been 
irregular. Some counties already have 
spent the entire sum allocated to them ; 
others have spent but a third part. Mr. 
Quigley describes some of the difficulties 
arising from the present piecemeal control 
of the highways.

No “ movietone ” could have put the spell 
of Ellen Terry’s acting, as it were, into 
cold storage; machinery cannot reproduce 
personality. ‘‘ A star danced and I was 
born under it,” said Beatrice, and Ellen 
Terry was born under that same star. 
When she came on the stage. as Rosalind 
or as Portia it was not only the witchery 
of her face and voice that subdued the 
theatre to hushed delight ; she carried an 
aura that caused the blood of youth to 
course again in the oldest veins. She was 
Botticelli’s Primavera—the embodiment 
of Spring, of laughter, of everything that 
was fresh and innocent and beautiful in 
the world. It would be hard to believe 
that any former actress ever incarnated 
so well the spirit of English comedy. We 
have said that Ellen Terry's death marks 
the end of a period. Nowadays young 
people deride the laudatores temporis actt, 
but in matters of the stage the elderly 
critics are on firm ground. There are men 
and women in Dublin who have seen 
Réjane and Sarah Bernhardt and Eleanora 
Duse and Ellen Terry. It is not merely 
the disillusionment of age that sends them 
sadly home from ‘problem’’ and 
‘society *’ plays that, in the acting, are 
redeemed by no touch of grace or genius.

Socialism in Sweden. 


Sweden ranks high among European 
nations in educational facilities for the 
people and in material prosperity. It 
has been ruled, since the end of the Great 
War, by a Socialist Government, and 
social reformers point to it, with some 
pride, as a successful example of Socialist 
policy in practice. . Yet Sweden is far 
from being an earthly paradise. Mr. 
Douglas Goldring, who has lived for three 
years in a Swedish town, refers in the 
Observer to some of the disadvantages of 
Socialist government. Everything is very 
orderly and very clean. Everybody who 
is about in the streets looks well-dressed 
and well-fed. The town which he knew 
best showed little sign either of poverty 
or of great wealth, but “it was dull to 
desperation.’’ A rule of pure reason has 
been established in Sweden, but, un- 
fortunately, such a rule needs an endless 
number of restrictions on liberty and an 
ever-increasing “control” Opinions on 
all subjects show a curious uniformity— 
even on the subject of food, a matter 
in which the most docile creature usually 
has preferences of his own. A very large 
proportion of the national revenue is 
spent on education, but education, in the 
opinion of the Government, must be 
standardised. The aim is to shape 
children of all classes in the same mould 
at the State schools, and private schools, 
if they are not suppressed, are not en- 
couraged. Although the working classes, 
strongly organised in trade unions and 
aided by State services, are very well off, 
the middle classes are not so fortunate. 
Many doctors and engineers are “ un- 
employed.”’ Clerks, shop assistants and 
stenographers are badly paid. The 
atmosphere, except in Stockolm and in 
some of the country districts, is described 
as one of ‘strenuous and formal gloom.’’ 
It would seem better to endure 
‘“Capitalism,’’ even if it were as bad as 
Socialist propaganda represents it to be, 
than to surrender entirely the dash of 
“ fine, careless rapture ' which makes life 
worth the living. 


Political Kisses. 


The shouting and the tumult of the 
great presidential election already is 
faintly blowing across the Atlantic. A 
question has been agitating the rival party 
camps which, it is reported, each candi- 
date has resolved in his own way. The 
question is a tactical—we almost might 
say a tactile—one. Should, or should 
not, the candidate kiss the infant children 
of potential voters? Mr. Hoover has 
announced that he will not kiss them. He 
has modified this bleak refusal by the 
qualification that he will not kiss babies 
in the presence of newspaper reporters 
and camera men. Without these aids to 
publicity, however, the action would have 
no campaign value and would not afford 
the same pleasure to the proud parents. 
Mr. ‘‘ Al.” Smith announces that he will 
kiss infant Americans to further his can- 
didature, with or without publicity. It 
is difficult to know whether to admire 
more Mr. MHoover’s discretion or Mr. 
Smith’s valour. We should say that it 
slowed some boldness to disdain the use 
of this weapon in the fight for the 
Presidency, although “weapon’’ and 
“fight ’’ seem to be _ inappropriate 
metaphors in connection with infant lips ; 
yet Mr. Smith has set himself a truly 
Herculean task. Distinguished persons 
who are obliged, for political reasons, to 
shake hands with thousands of people 
generally are forced to desist after a few 
hours. This is one of the penalties of a 
modern prince or president, but the 
obligation to kiss some two or three 
million babies, in the course of a nation- 
wide tour, might make a stout heart quail. 
The temptation to exclaim, “Take, oh, 
take those lips away,” would be almost 
irresistible. The baby would not be con- 
sulted, and he might complain, in later 
years, that unfair advantage had been 
taken of him before his political pre- 
ferences were formed, and that, as Mr. 
Kipling says— 

Ere they carved the Sphinx’s visage 
Favouritism governed kissage, 
Even as it does in this age.

| PAST SESSION IN THE 
DAIL. 


A REVIEW OF THE LEADING 
EVENTS. 


From Ovr POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

One of the most notable sessions of the 
Free State Parliament came to an end on 
Thursday last. : 

It was only on August 12th, 1927, that 
all the elected’ representatives of the cpn- 
stituencies assembled in Leinster House. 
Prior to that date the Fianna Fail 
deputies had declined to attend. The 
remarkable discovery was then made by 
them that the Oath of Allegiance, in fact, 
was no oath, but “ an empty formula,’ 
which could be swallowed without the 
slightest damage to the Republican 
conscience. 

The entry of Mr. de Valera and his 
colleagues “was followed within a few 
weeks by another general election, from 
which the two big parties emerged in 
much the same strength as they had 
entered’ it, the Ministry securing only 
four more victories than Fianna Fail. 


FAMILIAR FACES MISSING. 

The first meeting of the newly-constt- 
tuted Chamber took place on Tuesday, 
llth October last, but many familiar 
faces had disappeared. Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
previously Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs, no longer sat on the Government 
benches or, indeed, on any other benches ; 
for he had seceded from his old col- 
leagues, and had not offered himself for 
ro-election. Gone, too, were Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, the Labour leader; Mr. Denis 
Gorey, Mr. Patrick Baxter, Mr. Patrick 
Belton and that stout champion of 
economy in the public services, Mr. 
O'Gorman, of Cork. 

Although it had been suggested that 
Mr. Cosgrave might decline to form a 
Government, he did elect to carry on the 
administration. The farmers’ group de- 
cided to take the Ministerial Whip for the 
future, in return for which the Ministry 
gave the farmers’ leader, Mr. R. Heffer- 
nan, a share in the administration by 
meking him Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs and 
Chairman of the Departmental Economy 
Committee.

Early in the session came the ‘imposi- 
tion of two new tariffs—threepence per 
pound on margarine and 553 per cent. on 
rosaries. 

A five days’ debate took place on the 
unemployment problem, ending with an 
undertaking by the Ministry to set up a 
committee to report on the measures that 
could be taken to afford immediate reliel. 

It was in this period that the Electoral 
Amendment Bill, which had been sus- 
pended by the petition of the Labour and 
Fianna Fail members, became law, no 
steps having been taken during the 
suspensory period of ninety days to pre- 
sent the number of signatures necessary 
to secure the bill's submission to a 
referendum. The measure makes it a 
condition of nomination that every candi- 
date for election to the Dail must before- 
hand swear a declaration that he will take 
the oath if elected. 


GOVERNMENT DEFEAT. 

A couple of weeks before the Christmas 
adjournment last year came the Govern- 
ment’s first and, up to the present, only 
defeat. The Ministry opposed a motion 
by Captain Redmond proposing the 
appointment of a committee to investigate 
the grievances of Irtsm ex-Service men, 
but on a division it found itself in the 
minority, the voting being 66 votes for 
the motion and 64 against. 

It was thought that, as a result of this 
adverse vote, the Ministry might resign, 
but Mr. Cosgrave merely acquiesced in 
the wishes of the majority and nominated 
the committee asked for—a committee, by 
the way, which has not yet reported. 

The House reassembled on 15th 
February, 1928, after a brief Christmas 
recess, and on 2nd February the Minister 
for Finance announced the terms of the 
second National Loan, £4,006,925 worth 
of which were offered for subscription at 
home, and 15,000,000 dollars worth in the 
United States of America. 

MR. COSGRAVE’S TOUR. 

On the 10th January President 
Cosgrave set out on a “ lightning’ visit 
to some of the principal cities in Canada 
and the United States. Three days before 
the reassembly of the Dail he was back 
in Dublin, but the spring session began 
in the absence of his “opposite number,” 
Mr. de Valera, who was in New York. 

March 9th saw the resignation of Mr. 
Patrick Hogan from the Deputy-Speaker- 
ship, on the ground that it incapacitated 
him from active representation of his con- 
stituency, and, following an examination 
of the duties of the office by the Procedure 
and Privileges Committee, Mr. Daniel 
Morrissey, the Deputy-Chairman of the 
Labour Party, was appointed to succeed 
his colleague. One of Mr. de Valera’s 
lieutenants, Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly, was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the position. 

MR. LARKIN’S SEAT. 

About a week after Mr. Hogan’s re- 
signation Mr. James Larkin (Communist)s 
who had not taken his seat, was dis- 
qualified from membership on the ground 
that he had been adjudged a bankrupt. In 
the by-election which followed, Mr. 
Vincent Rice, K.C., who had acted as 
Chairman of the Unemployment Com- 
mittee, and had been a member of a pre- 
vious Dail, won the seat as a Government 
candidate. 

Towards the end of March the first suspen- 
sion of a member took place. Mr. Frank 
Aiken (Fianna Fail) made a serious accusation 
against the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce. He refused to withdraw the charge, 
and was ordered by the Speaker to leave the 
House. He did so, but in a letter to the daily 
Press the next day made an unqualified with- 
drawal of the accusation. 

AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 

With the Parliamentary happenings of the 
last few months everyone is familiar. 

A number of bills to amend the Constitu- 
tion were introduced, and three—perhaps, the 
most important three—have been passed and 
should become law within the next week. 

One of these bills abolishes the existing 
system of election to the Senate, substituting 
instead election by members of the two Houses 
voting together in accordance with the system 
of proportional representation. 

Another bill to become law soon 
from the Constitution Articles 47 and 48, 
which related to the referendum and the 
initiative, and the third provides for the 
formal enactment or re-initiation of bills 
already rejected by the Senate. 

REFERENDUM AND INITIATIVE. 

The Republican deputies were especially 
aggrieved by the production of the bill to 
abolish the referendum. They had already 
deposited with the Dail a petition with more 
than the number of signatures necessary to 
secure the submission of the oath question to 
a referendum. It had been decided that a 
committee should report on the procedure 
whereby such a petition should be received 
by the Oireachtas, but before such com- 
mittee could meet the Government had intro- 
duced its bill to delete the referendum and 
initiative articles from the Constitution alto- 
bether. 

The Opposition denounced this as ‘ sharp 
practice,’ and initiated a policy of obstruc- 
tion which compelled the Government to use 
the weapon of closure, as well as to compel 
the House on one occasion to sit all night. 

ATTACKS ON THE SPEAKER. 

The Opposition became increasingly diff- 
cult, and there were many “ scenes,” one of 
them culminating in the suspension for a week 
of Mr. Frank Aiken, who called the Speaker 
‘a mean skunk” and a “cad,” and accused 
him of being “a party hack.” He had no 
sooner returned to the House than one of his 
colleagues, Mr. Flinn. was susvended. 

To meet these tactics the House, on the 
motion of Mr. Cosgrave, directed the Com- 
mittee of Procedure and Privileges to frame 
a new Standing Order to deal with deputies 
guilty of such conduct. 

The Opposition was beginning to discover, 
however, that these scenes were discrediting 
it, and at the first meeting of the Committee 
an implied undertaking was given that they 
would not be continued, and the Committee 
— not to take any action until October 
next.

HOLIDAYMAKERS CUT 
OFF BY TIDE. 
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HAULED 200 FEET UP A 
CLIFF, 

Four visitors to Newquay, two Bristol 
men, and two girls from Plymouth, were 
cut off by the tide on Saturday evening, 
and were rescued in the nick of time by 
coastgtards and police, who hauled them 
two hundred feet to the top of the cliff. 

The men were Stanley Dyke, of Cotham, 
and Edward Gerrin, of Clifton. The girls 
were Miss Winifred and Miss Gladys 
Harvey, sisters, of Whitfield terrace, Ply- 
mouth. Their lives were saved mainly by 
the heroism and resource of Ceastguard 
Harry Webb and his son, Corporal Eric 
Webb, of the Royal Air Force. | 

The party were walking to Watergate 
Bay, four miles from Newgnay, when they 
found themselves cut off. Their cries were 
heard by people on the cliff top, who were 
powerless to help, owing to the pre- 
cipitous nature of the cliffs. 

Coastguard Webb and his son arrived in 
a motor car when the fast running tide 
was within a few feet of the stranded 
party. Watched by a big crowd, they 
clambered down the cliff to a ledge twenty 
feet from the beach, and with ropes 
hauled the girls, and then the men out of 
immediate danger. 

Policemen on the cliff top dropped 
ropes, and with the help of men in the 
crowd hauled all six to safety. When the 
last of the party reached the top the 
water was several feet deep at the spot 
they had occupied half-an-hour before.

FIFTY LONDON POLICEMEN 

LAID UP. 

Seven more policemen attached to Bow 
street station, London, were stricken on 
Saturday with the mysterious illness which 
so far has baffled the medical authorities.

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VICAR'S SUDDEN DEATH.

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LINER’S PASSENGER RESCUED. 

When the Cunard liner Samaria, from New 
York, which disembarked 300 passengers at 
Galway yesterday, was two days out from the 
Irish coast: an ex-British soldier named 
MeQuillan fell overboard during a deck game. 

The alarm was immediately given, the 
ship was stopped, turned about, and a boat 
promptly lowered. In less than half an hour 
the man was rescued, little the worse for 
his inimersion.

MEMORIAL. 


UNVEILING CEREMONY 
AT SOISSONS. 


BRITISH MISSING AT 
AISNE AND MARNE, 
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From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 


SUISSONS, Sunday. 

A moving ceremony took place here to-day 
when the memorial was unveiled, by 
Lieutenant-General Sir Alexander Hamilton- 
Gordon, in honour of the French and British 
Armies, recording the names of 3.087 officers 
and men who fell in the battle of the Aisne, 
May-June, 1918, and the battle of Marne, 
July-August, 1918, and who have no known 
grave. 

The memorial, which is situated in the 
centre of the town, was designed by Mr, C. 
V. Rees, and is composed of a stélé or mass 
of stone rising twenty-four feet, against which 
stands a sculptural group, and a wall forming 
a rectangle enclosing the stélé on three sides 
and bearing the names of the fallen, a short 
inscriptidén, French on one side and English 
on the other, recording the part taken by the 
8th, 15th, 19th, 21st, 25th, 24th, 50th, 5Sist 
and 62nd Divisions of the British Armies, 18 
placed above the drum on each terminal pier. 
Both commemorate the common sacrifice of 
the British and French Armies on the battle- 
field of Soissons, The ceremony was attended 
by a great gathering of British and French 
soldiers, ex-Service men and official represen- 
tatives of both Governments. 

THE UNVEILING. 

Unveiling the memorial, Sir Alexander 
Hamilton-Gordon said:—‘‘M. le Maire, 
British and French frierids, we are met here 
to-day to do honour to those British officers, 
non-commissioned officers and men who sacr!- 
ficed their lives in defence of this part of 
the territory of our noble Allies, and for 
the maintenance of the principles for which 


we fought. Side by side with our valiant 
French friends, British troops contested 
every inch of this ground, until the tide was 
stemmed and victory crowned their heroic 
efforts, as an example of which, | may re- 
miud you, that the French Republic awarded 
the rare honour of the Croix de Guerre to 
the Second Battalion Devonshire Regiment 
and the Fifth Battery Royal Field Artillery. 

- We cherish to-day the memory of those 
who fell in the performance of their duty, 
and who lie’ buried in the beautiful 
cemeteries in this neighbourhood. This 
memorial is, however, specially dedicated to 
those whose resting place has never beer 
traced, and for whom no tombstone records 
sucrifice, but, in the words of Lord 
Plumer a year ago: “It can now be said 
of each one in whose honour we are 
assembled here to day, ‘he is not missing; 
he is here.’ ”’

A L'VING HOPE. 

“We commemorate the death, but this 
monument also reminds us of the living hope, 
inspired by an eminent French statesman, 
and filling all minds to-day, that justice 
alone shall! one day order the fate of nations 
without resort to war. We who are sad to- 
day may find consolation in feeling that the 
sacrifice of our dear ones has helped to 
hasten the coming of that day, when all will 
rejoice, though some are now in mourning. 
To the Glory of God, and in memory of 
those whose names are inscribed hereon Í 
unveil this memorial.” 

The monument was then unveiled, and was 
accepted by the Mayor on behalf of the town 
of Soissons in a speech extolling the exploits 
of the British troops. 

Other speeches were followed by dedication 
and prayers, the Service being conducted by 
the Rev. G. R. Milner and the Bishop of 
Soissons. The “Last Post ’’ was sounded, 
and after one minute's silence the Réverlle. 

The ceremony was concluded by the playing 
of the British and French National Anthems, 
after which numerous wreaths were laid at 
the foot of the monument. 


OBITUARY. 


CAPTAIN GODFREY MASSEY. 


The death took place suddenly in a ha 
field near his residence, Cahervillehow, Gol. 
den, Tipperary, last Friday afternoon of Cap- 
tain Godfrey Massey, formerly of the Royal 
Irish Rifles. He had been in rather poor 
health for some years, and death is attri- 
buted to heart failure. Captain Massey, 
who was in his 65th year, was married to 
a daughter of the late General Massey, C.B., 
D.L., of Redan fame, Grantstown Hall, 
Tipperary. He was an active member of 
the Tipperary Agricultural and Industrial 
Show Society, in the affairs of which he 
always took a keen and practical interest. 
He was for many years Vice-President of 
the Society, and in March last, on the death 
of Mr. Robert B. Heuston, of Ballykisteen, 
he was elected President. He was also 
President of the Galteemore Club, Tippe 
rary. He was a popular and familiar figure 
in the agricultural life of South Tipperary, 
where the deep and sincere regret at his 
unexpected death is mingled with heartfelt 
sympathy with his bereaved widow. 


CHARLOTTE LADY DE BATHE. 

Charlotte Lady De Bathe. widow of 
General Sir Henry De Bathe, died early on 
Saturday morning, after a short and painless 
iliness. Lady De Bathe was 90 vears of age. 
Her husband died in 1907, and was suc- 
ceeded hy his son, Sir Hugo Gerald De 
Bathe, the fifth baronet and present holder 
of the title. Sir Hugo married Mrs. Langtry, 
the actress, in 1899. Sir Henry and Lady 
Charlotte De Bathe had seven children. two 
of their dauchters being Ladv Burnham and 
Lady Somerleyton. The De Bathe baronetcy 
dates back to 1801.

THE MARKETING 
OF BUTTER. 


WHAT FINLAND IS 
~ DOING, 
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From Our AGRICULTURAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 

““ As long as you go on breeding dual 
purpose cattle, so much the better for 
us,” said one of the Australian delegates 
to the World’s Dairy Congress before 
leaving Ireland on Saturday. When 
asked precisely what he meant, he re- 
marked: “ You cannot get cattle to be 
good for beef and milk. We breed cattle 
for dairy purposes only, and in that way 
get the best ape “'w results.” 

An English delegate, Mr. H. G. 
Howard, after seeing Captain Clarke’s 
fine herd of dairy shorthorns at Farran, 
Co. Cork, declared that they were the best 
that he had seen in Ireland, but in 
moving a vote of thanks to Captain Clarke 
for his hospitality, he expressed the view 
that “if you want milk, you must con- 
centrate on milk, and if you want beef, 
you must breed for beef.’’ 

These opinions were dealt with by Cap- 
tain Clarke when, in a speech, at Univer- 
sity College, Cork, he pointed out that in 
view of the importance of our export 
cattle trade, 1t was necessary that we 
should breed for milk and meat, and he 
challenged anyone to show that in our 
efforts to do this we were not succeeding. 
In this contention, Captain Clarke had 
the support of Mr. Hogan, Minister for 
Agriculture, who again insisted upon the 
differences due to soil and climate, even 
in Ireland. 

Another English visitor on his first 
visit to this country was greatly impressed 
with the uniform quality of the common 
stock of the country, apart altogether 
from the “ show places ' to which the 
delegates were taken. “ I was,” he said, 
‘‘ also impressed with the low prices that 
you get for your milk. I do not know 
how it pays.’’ 

WHERE IRELAND RESEMBLES 

EGYPT 


Mr. A. F. Noor, Chief Inspector State 
Domains Administration, Cairo, made this 
remarkable statement: ‘‘ After arrival in 
the South I felt that I was in my own 
country, Egypt. There are many things 
which resemble Egypt, such as the habits 
of the people, the way of living of your 
farmers, the flatness of some parts of the 
country, the weather that we had during 
our visit, and the musical reception which 
we had at Mr. Maclysaght’s place, 
Hazelwood, Mallow. That was truly 
Egyptian. We have noticed the great pro 
gress that you are making in getting cows 
to give double the quantity of milk in the 
short time of three or four years; also the 
rapid strides taken by your Government 
in all branches of agriculture. I must 
mention the hospitality that we received. 
It was splendid, and the people were very 
kind all through.’’ 

Speaking of President Cosgrave, Mr. 
Noor remarked: “ When I saw him I felt 
that I was speaking to one of the greatest 
men in the world. The Irish Free State 
is fortunate in having such a man.”’ 

WHERE AGRICULTURE PAYS. 

When asked about cattle in Egypt, Mr. 
Noor said that the cows resemble Kerries. 
They give milk with from 4 to 5 per cent. 
butter fat. The buffalo is also used for diary 
purposes and gives milk containing from 6 
to 7 per cent. fat. Every farmer, and 
even labourer, has either a cow or a buffalo. 
Milk is sold for consumption as a drink 
or is- converted into butter. 

It was interesting to learn from Mr. 
Noor that agriculture in Egypt is more 
profitable than in any other country for 
more than one reason. Two crops are 
obtained from the same land per year ; the 
price of the main crop there—cotton—is 
twice what it was before the war, ard 
labour is cheap—ls. per day. In uhe 
British Isles the cereals produced have gone 
back to pre-war prices, and labour 3s 
relatively dear. 

WHAT FINLAND IS DOING. 

Scandinavian delegates regarded the 
luxuriant summer growth of trees, shrubs 
and grass as tropical vegetation, the 
general impression being that Ireland has 
the ball at her foot in the matter of 
dairying, if she will only use her oppor- 
tunities. 

A representative from Finland, which 
is predominantly creamery, thought that 
more could be done for the industry here 
by discouraging home butter-making, but 
he did not say so openly. This delegate 
told’ me that for dairy purposes they kept 
pedigree Ayrshires imported from Scot- 
land. These do not give milk as rich in 
butter fat as the native cattle, which are 
pale brown or fawn in colour, but are 
otherwise like Kerries and produce milk 
with over 4 per cent. fat. Equally in- 
teresting to Irish farmers is the fact that 
in Finland home butter-making is un- 
known, except in Lapland, where there 
are virtually no roads, and the country is 
thinly. populated. 

FINNISH BUTTER MARKETING. 

In the matter of properly marketing 
butter we in this country are trying to do 
what the Finns have been doing for the 
past twenty-five vears. Valio, the Finnish 
butter marketing organisation, was 
founded in 1903, and now markets 90 per 
cent. of the butter made in Finland. Of 
the remainder, six per cent. is marketed 
by a smaller organisation, and only four 
per cent. goes through private hands. 

Valio maintains a service staff such as 
the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society for looking after the plant and 
machinery, and an instructional staff for 
raising the quality of the produce. As a 
result the price of Finnish butter is 
virtually that of Danish. 

BUTTER ALL THE YEAR ROUND. 

Another point of importance is that the 
Finns maintain all the year round produc- 
tion, although their cows have to be 
housed for seven months of the year. Il 
was told by my Finnish informant that it 
ig a very harsh season, indeed, if the 
Finns do not make half as much butter 
in winter as they do in suinmer. 

The export arrangements differ from 
those in Ireland. The butter is sent 
direct to the port, Hango, in insulated 
wagons, cooled with ice. It is examined 
at the port by Government graders, of 
whom the chief is Dr. Homen, one of the 
Finnish delegates at the Dairy Congress. 
About ten per cent. of each consignment 
is examined, and Valio pays on the 
number of marks scored. In addition to 
this weekly grading there are surprise 
inspections several times a year for the 
purpose of testing the keeping qua'.ty of 
the butter. Butter which fails in this 
test resulis in the produce of the creamery 
concerned being held up for export until 
a further inspection shows an improve- 
ment. 

A national brand is given to all Finnish 
butter which scores certain figures, and 
under a recent Act provision is made to 
prohibit the export of any butter unless 
it is up to national brand standard. Only 
three per cent. of the butter sent out is 
not ur to national brand standard. Re- 
made butter, known in this country as 
“factory butter,” is not to be exported. 
Altogether the methods adopted in Finland 
seem to be well worthy of attention in

OUTLOOK FOR TIN SHARES. 
——s— 


THE DEMAND FOR DEFERRED SHARES. 
From Ovr FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


When this week's settlement is out of the 
way it would not be surprising to see a mild 
revival of Stock Exchange activity. Nobody 
looks for very much because of the holiday 
season, but if we had a fair show of business 
in August it would not be for the first time. 
Apart from the possibilities connected with 
the situation in New York, in regard to 
which no decided opinion can be formed on 
this side, the position appears to be favour- 
able. But for New York we would 
certainly have a reduction in the Bank rate. 
The coming fusion of the two note issues and 
the existence still of a large volume of 
foreign balances in this market, perhaps, 
render it necessary for the Bank of England 
to be exceptionally strong; but otherwise the 
present stock of gold, the amount of the re- 
serve, and the level of the proportion of re- 
serve to liabilities would justify not merely a 
reduction in the official minimum to 4 per 
cént., but probably one to ó per cent. 


STOCKS THAT MAY RISE. 


As stated on a former occasion, the shrink- 
age of Home Railway values has a somewhat 
unsettling influence, and for some time past 
certain Mining and Oil Shares have been 
affected by Continental liquidation, the after- 
math, to some extent, 
affair. Such selling will gradually diminish, 
and may be replaced by fresh buying. The 
outlook for gilt-edged securities is certainly 
better, and with the approach of autumn 
there should be a distinct lull in the flotation 
of new loans, a circumstance that will be 
helpful to existing securities. | Argentine 
Rails look a steadier market now, and these 
stocks will be strongly bought as soon as 
there is some assurance that the dividends 
paid for the last financial year will not be re- 
duced, for at current prices such dividends 
afford handsome yields. Certainly, a pur- 
chase of Argentine Rails looks a more attrac- 
tive proposition at the moment than a pur- 
chase of Home Railway Stocks. 


TIN SHARES. 


A feeling exists that we have seen the 
worst of the drop in the price of tin. ‘The 
fall has certainly been severe, and the re- 
action from the £400 per ton market touched 
some time ago is quite substantial; yet tho 
prospect is that as time goes on the demand 
for the metal will outstrip production. The 
recovery in the price, therefore, should be- 
come more pronounced, and if this view is 
right, Tin Shares are a promising purchase 
at current prices. At the moment the market 
particularly fancies Tronoh Tin, and it would 
not be surprising to see a_ rather 
sharp advance in these before very 
long. If activity is going to revive 
it will not matter much which shares are 
bought, for the indifferent ones will rise with 
the best. But perhaps in these as in some 
other cases it will be found that the lowest- 
price shate is not necessarily the cheapest. 
Companies which are likely to enter the divi- 
dend stage in the near future are Kent Tin, 
Sungei Kinta, and Southern Tronoh. It is 
estimated that these undertakings can earn 
dividends with tin at below the present 
figure, and perhaps their shares are as at- 
tractive as any. Southern Tronoh prospects 
are believed to be particularly good. 


SHARES AT A DISCOUNT. 


It is well known that, while the 1s. De- 
ferred Shares of a new company invariably 
command a more or less substantial pre- 
mium, because of the possibilities of high 
percentage dividends, the Ordinary or Pre- 
ference Shares, ranking in front, frequently 
stand at a heavy discount. This is because 
many people only want the Deferred Shares, 
for the reason indicated, but, as they could 
not subscribe for them without also applying 
for the £1 shares, the latter have been sold 
on allotment. It may be, too, that the appli- 
cants were not really in a position to pay 
for the bigger shares. The latter would pro- 
bably command a better price if they were 
fully paid, but the fact that calls will have 
to be met prevents them being taken up by 
new investors.

FINANCIAL’ PARAGRAPHS. 


THE OUTLOOK, 
_ The new account, which opens to-morrow, 
1s vested with circumstances unfavourable to 
the Stock Exchange as a general rule. In 
the first place; it will be of three weeks’ 
duration, and accounts covering this length of 
time have gained notoriety for being slack. 
In addition, this next account happens to 
cover the August Bank holiday, and this 
is a factor which will tend to beighten the 
prevailing lethargy. Already the attendance 
of members in the “ House” is thinning, 
while those who remain behind find little in 
way of excitement to relieve the 
monotony. In these circumstances lower 
Values can be expected between now aud the 
middle of September. although there may be 
occasional activity in isolated counters owing 
to special reasons A remarkable feature for 
this time of the year is the maintenance of 
activity in the new issue market. Not all the 
emissions of capital meet with success—as 
witness the Australian Loan, underwriters of 
which had to take up 87 per cent. of their 
commitments——but the response to the sem- 
Speculative issues is surprising and indicates 
that there is still money available for getting 
in “on the ground floor " (writes The Sunday 
Pimes). One section which may well keep 
a firm front is that devoted to British 
Government securities, for the manner in 
which the Bank of England continues to add 
to its gold stocks must naturally produce a 
favourable effect on the investment sections, 
despite the dearer monetary situation in New 
York. Foreign Bonds are also likely to keep 
in favour. The Industrial market will have a 
trying time during the next few weeks. Bull 
commitments are likely to be further reduced 
owing to the continued slackening of specula- 
relays interest. Alert speculators will probably 
be on the gui vive for opportunities of pick- 
ing up the better-class dividend-paying shares. 
In this connection anyone with money to 
Spare might adopt this policy to advantage, 
ut discrimination is necessary.

The spell of fine weather in which this 
year's Irish Championship Week started 
lasted right through, and Saturday last was, 
perhaps, the best of the six days. The result 
was a successful meeting, to which. the 
thoroughness and efficiency, of the referee, Mr. 
F Na contributed not a little. His task 
was by no means l'ght, seeing that his daily 
programme included a full set of handicap 
events, in addition to the championships, for 
which there was a large entry. 

With the Women’s Doubles cleared off en 
Friday, when the titles went to Mrs. Blair- 
White and Miss Fleming, Saturday’s open 
finals were reduced to four, and it was just as 
well, seeing that two of the four went the full 
distance. 

These were the Singles, in which. G. LL. 
Rogers defeated A. M. D. Pitt by three sets 
to two—5-7, 6-1,. 6-8, 6-4, 6-3; and Mrs. Blair 
White defeated a former. holder of the title, 
Miss Hilda Wallis, by two sets to one—6-l, 
1-6, 8-6 
This latter was the match of the day. 
Mrs. Blair White produced quite the best 
form of the week. The possessor of a more 
than average forehand drive on ordinary oc- 
casions, there was a pace, a severity, and, 
above all, an accuracy about her shots in the 
opening set such as few people had given 
her credit for: 

Fairly and squarely she outdrove and out- 
paced Miss Wallis, and, grasping the chance 
with both hands won through the opening set 
in double quick time, losing only a single 
game. 

Im the second the game swung right round. 
Miss Wallis had the length of the court to 
a nicety, and it was the leader’s turn to 
defend. Pluckily as.she tried, she failed to 
check the ex-champion, and on another 6-1 
score the match stood level. 

The final set produced a great struggle. 
When Miss Wallis led 2-love it. looked as 1f 
the match was to be hers. Mrs. Blair White 
fought back to square at 2-all, lost the lead 
again and again made up the leeway, when 
4-all was called. 

She took the lead in the next, held on to it 
grimly at 6-5 and 7-6, to go out in fourteenth, 
a deuce game. A right good match, which 
did equal honour to winner and loser. 
Thanks to his game against FE. A. McGuire 
in the semi-final, G. L. Rogers faced A. M. D. 
Pitt, a strong favourite for the championship. 
It was not exactly a sparkling match—there 
was a good deal of backhand to backhand, 
semi-safety play—but both men produced 
sound tacties. 

Pitt was all out to slow down the driving 
powers Rogers had shown against McGuire, 
and to a point he succeeded. He handled the 
Irishman’s fast service with judgment, and, 
moreover, frequently beat him with ‘short, 
well angled shots. 

If Pitt made any serious mistake it was in 
not making for the net more oíten.

In this Rogers was playing 
very steadily, and made full use of the pulled 
forehand drive, which had brought him 
through the semi-final round.

The turning point came in the fourth set.

Pitt failed to hold his service in the next, 
and after deuce had heen called twice Rogers 
took the set in the tenth. 

He had the whip hand all through the 
fifth, in which Pitt obviously tired, and the 
match was finally decided when Pitt failed 
to put away an easy volley for a 3-2 lead. 
Although he won the seventh game it was 
his last effort, and the end came in the ninth 
when Rogers broke through again to win a 
love game for set and match. 

In the Men’s Doubles, V. Allman Smith 
was forced to play a lone hand.
